Wirelessing For Assistance, Luckenbach Liner 


Fires 234 Shots in Running Battle With 
Wary Submarine Until Shell Disables Her 
Engine Room—Seven of Crew Wounded— 
Undersea Boat Escapes Undamaged. 


DESTROYER ARRIVES JUST IN TIME 


'A French Seaport, "Wednesday, Oct. 24. — Escaping from a Ger- 
submarine after a bitter fight lasting nearly four hours, and "with 


seren of her crew wounded, two seriously, an American steamer ar- 
rived this morning from an American port. The cimely intervention 
of an American torpedo boat alone saved the ship from being sunk. 


A few hours after the vessel had entered the danger zone a look- 


«.t sighted a submarine on the port bow, but before he had time to 
report its presence the submarine fired a shot which missed the stern 
by but a few yards. The captain immediately sent out a wireless call 
for assistance, as the position of the submarine was such that escape 
was nearly impossible. 


Steamer's Shots Fall Short. 


The gun crews of the 
submarine 


ind the steamer then began to ex- 
change shots. The chief gunner of the 
steamer opened fire at a. range of 9,- 
000 yards, but all shots fell short. 
The submarine kept maneuvering to 
keep out of range of the steamer's 
guno, at the same time maintaining a 
rucixins fire in an effort to disable. 
them. The merchant ship, after al- 
tering her course, started at full speed 
Jn an attempt to escape. 


The stubbornness of the battle is in- 


dicated by the fact that the submarine 
fired S3* shots at the steamer, -which | 
responded -with more than 260 shots. 


After the fight had comiuued for 


two hours and several shots had 
struck the ship, wounding four men, 
one shell hit the vessel and exploded 
to the engine room, putting the en- 
gines out of commission and render- 
ing the ship helpless. The German 
commander then approached nearer 
and the submarine continued to rain 
shells upon, the disabled craft. 


Destroyer Routs Submarine. 


The sea was running high at the 


t$ne and ther.e seemed little hope of 
sSyingr the ship, when a. low streak of 
Slack «nioke was sighted on Xhe ho-i- 
Kon that later proved to be an Ameri- 
can torpedo boat destroyer coming at 
full speed, running :i~h- into the sea 
and "at times nearly disappearing from 
view. The destroyer had heard the 
steamer"s- calls for aid and travaled 
at lull speed to come to her assistance. 
The destroyer immediately made for 
the sumbarine, which dived and dis- 
appeared beneath the surf-ice. 
The 


American warship 'circled about the 
spot, dropping a few depth charges, 
but no more signs of the "U-boat Tveie 
Been. 


While coming to the steamer's as- 


sistance the destroye- kept sending 
assuring messages, such as "Hold on!" 
"Stick, we are coming!" 


IJ-Boat A\\are of Destrojcr. 


The steamer's -wireless apparatus, 


however, had been disabled soon after 
the fight began and the messages never 
were received so that the arrival of 
the American destroyer was" quite un- 
expected. The submarine apparently 
was aware of the destroyer's presence 
because she submerged before the de- 
stroyer could get within range. 


A doctor and two assistants boarded 


the merchantman and attended to the 
wounded. 
The engineers had great 


difficulty in repairing the steamer's en- 
gine, and during the night the de- 
stroyer and the merchantman lost each 
| other, but finally the steamer made 
port in safety. 


The wounded were transferred to a 


hospital in this city. 
Two of them 


belong to the gun crew and five to the 
ship's crew. 


The steamer was not hit below the 


•water line but her cargo caught fire 
during the engagement. The amount 
of damage has ndt been ascertained. 


Was ot Imckenbacli JJine. 


"Washington, D. C., Oct 25.—An an- 


nouncement by the navy department 
late today revealed that the ship 
which fought the battle with the sub- 
marine - was one of -the -Ameiricaa- 
Luckenbach steamers and that the 
fight occurred on October 19. 


According to the navy's advices 


nine men were wounded, seven mem- 
beis of the vessel's crew and two sail- 
ors of the armed guard. 


Following is the department's state- 


ment: 


"The navy department is informed 


that the American steamship 
Luckenbach was engaged by an enemy 
submarine on October 19. The en- 
gagement lasted from 7:35 a. m. until 
11'40 a. m. and was broken off by 
the arrival nf an America-n patrol 
vessel. The Lutkenbach was hit sev- 
eral times but no serious damage was 
clone to the ship. 
Seven of the crew 


of the Luckenbach and two members 
of the armed guard were wounded."

Washington, D. C, Oct. 25. — The 


>cope of the espionage and tiading 
With the enemy act, in so far as they 
affect the postal service, and how they 
are to be enforced against 
dislojal 


publications, are explained at length 
In a letter to publishers made public 
today by Postmaster General Burle- 
»on. The laws were made necessary, 
Mr. Burleson said, by a nation-wide 
propaganda, intended in every possi- 
ble-way to interfere -uith the success- 
ful prosecution ot the war. 
He added 


that no publisher who is at heart loyal 
to his country should have anv appi e- 
hension of embarrassment or incon- 
venience from the administration. "Iso 
one connected with tho government," 
«=ald the letter, "from the President 
down, seeks by reason of these laws to 
avoid criticism or even attack, but no 
publication containing matter which 
falls within the prohibitio i of the la\v 
T1U be permitted to circulate." 


As interpreted by the post office de- 


partment, the act makes it unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to 
mail or transport or carry or other- 
wise publish or distribute during the 
far any printed or Other matter: 


"1. Advocating treason, insurrec- 


tion or forcible resistance to any law 
of the United States. 


"2. Conveying false reports or false 


statements Intended to interfere with 
the operation or success of the mili- 
tary .or naval forces of the 
United 


States or to promote the success of Its 
enemies. 


"3. Intended to cause Insubordina- 


tion, disloyalty, mutiny or refusal of 
'Inty in the military'Or naval forces of 
th« United States. 


"<. Intended to obstruct tho recruit- 


Ing or enlistment service of, tho Unit- 
ed States to the injury of the services 
«t tho United States. 


"* The circulation or publication 


ol> Milch involves the violation of am

"6. Printed in a foreign language 


containing any news item, editorial or

SUFFERAGE WINS 


THE PRESIDENT 


Receiving Delegation - Wilson 


Says It Demand* Immediate 


Consideration 


FULLY SUPPORTS IT 


Calls Votes For Women Funda 
mental Question Whose Settle- 


ment Is Demanded 


Washington, r>. C-, Oct. 25.-—Presi- 


dent "Wilson today gave full endorse- 
ment to woman suffrage as an imme- 
diate issue in every state. 


Addressing a delegation of 100 lead- 


ers ot the New York state woman 
suffrage party who called at the White 
liouse to obtain, an expression In the 
support of the .campaign in that state 
the President in emphatic terms de- 
clared that woman suffrage is one of 
the fundamental Questions of democ- 
racy whose proper settlement is de- 
manded by 'the issues of war. 
He 


praised the Spirit, capacity and vision 
of the American women in the war. 


"I believe," he said, "that just be- 


cause we are quickened by the ques- 
tions of this war we ought to be quick- 
ened to give this quesctton of woman 
suffrage our immediate consideration." 


Speaking as "'one of the spokesmen 


of a great party," the 
President 


pledged his hearty support and added: 


State, Not National Issue. 


"I want to. speak for myself and 


say that it seems to me that this Is 
the time for the states, of this union 
to take this action." 
Explaining his 


leaning toward suffrage as a state 
rather than a national issue he said 
"I perhaps may be touched a little 
too much by the traditions of our 
politics—traditions which lay such 
questions almost entirely upon the 
states—but I want to see committees 
declare themselves quickened at this 
time and show the consequences of 
the quickening." 


The address delivered in the East 


room of the White House m response 
to remarks by Mrs. Norman B. R. 
Whitehouse was as follows: 


Suffrage Fundamental Question, 
"It Is with great pleasure that I re- 


ceive you. I esteem It a privilege to 
do so. I kuuW the difficulties which 
you have been working under in New 
York, so clearly set forth by Mrs. 
Whitehouse, but in my judgment these 
difficulties cannot be used as an ex- 
cuse by the leaders of any party or 
by the voters of any party for neglect- 
ing the questions which you are pres- 
sing upon them. 
Because, after all, 


the whole world now is witnessing a 
struggle between two Ideals of gov- 
ernment. It is a struggle which goes 
deeper, and touches more of the 
foundations of the organized life of 
men than any struggle that has ever 
taken place before, and no settlement 
of the questions that he on the surface 
can satisfy a situation which requires 
that the questions which He under- 
neath and at the foundation should 
also be settled and settled right. 
I 


am free to say that I think the ques- 
tion of woman suffrage Is one of those 
questions which lie at the foundation." 


War Quickens Political Questions. 
"The world has witnessed a slow po- 


litical reconstruction and men have 
generally been obliged to be satisfied 
with the slowness of the process. In 
a sense it Is wholesome that it should 
be slow, because then it is solid and 
sure, but I believe that this war is go- 
ing so to quicken the convictions and 
the consciousness of mankind with re- 
gard to political questions that 
the 


speed of reconstructior will be great- 
ly increased. And I believe that just 
because we aro quickened by 
the 


questions of this war wo ought to be 
quickened to give this question of wo- 
man suffrage our immediate consid- 
eration.

HARD COAL TONNAGE HIQH 


Railroads Will Ship Mor* Than In Any, 
' 
Previous Year. 


Reports Just compiled for the rail- 


roads' war board Indicate that unless 
something 
unforeseen 
occurs 
the 


amount of anthracite coal transported 
by the railroads this year will exceed 
the tonnage of any previous year by a 
considerable amount. 


According to the reports which show 


the operation of the nine anthracite 
railroads, the aggregate anthracite 
tonnage transported 
by these roads 


during the eight-months' period end- 
Ing August 31 of this year was 7,668,- 
382 tons more than In the same period 
last year, an iacrease of 17.18 per 
cent. 


To produce this Increase the anthra- 


cite roads carried a gross tonnage of 
52,291,445 tons for the nine months, as 
agnlnst 44,623,063 tons for the first 
eight months of 1016. 


The Increase for the month of Au- 


gust alone this year over August, 1916, 
was 1,583,609 tons, or 28.35 per cent. 
The Jnly Increase was 24.38 per cent 
and the June increase 23.24 per cent.

been a severe curtailment In the pro- 
duction and distribution of anthracite 
coal are based tipbn rumor rather than 
facts.

been paid when it was still outstand- 
ing. The flffh count is for the declar- 
ation in his ledger that the bank had 
a. credit of nearly $4,000 with the First 
National bank of Albany when it was a 
thousand less. 
W. B. Dante, father 


of the defendant, was in court with his 
son and showed the money hatl been 
returned. On motion of his attorney 
Judge George W. Ray will appoint a 
commission to pass on Dante's mental 
condition. He has already undergone 
treatment in the Binghamton State 
hospital and is believed to be still 
insane. The defalcation amounted in 
all to about $12,000. The charge was 
prosecuted by Dennis 3- Lucy, United 
States district attorney.

tax women, without giving- them the 
vote." This ia a variation of the old 
"Taxation-without-representation - is- 
tyranny" slogan and no more falla- 
cious argument has ever come from 
the suffrage propagandists. 


Women* are not taxed without rep- 


resentation. 


Every woman taxpayer grets for her 


taxes what every male taxpayer gets— 
public improvements and protection of 
life and property. 


And she is represented by all the 


male taxpayers in the community, be- 
cause they connot represent themselves 
without representing her. 


Their interests as taxpayers 
are 


identical. 


Furthermore, as a mucli smaller 


percentage of women than of men pay 
taxes, woman suffrage would greatly 
increase'the percentage of non-taxpay- 
ing voters; and thus, if there were a 
relation between taxation and the bal- 
lot, votes for women would leave the 
woman taxpayer, as well as the male 
taxpayer, in a much worse position 
than before. 


The fact is, however, that taxation 


and the vote have no connection what- 
soever. 


A man may own property in every 


city and town in the state except the 
one whore he lives, yet he can vote 
only in the one where he lives. 


Minors and aliens are fully taxed on 


their property, but are excluded from 
the franchise. 


A system of government based on 


| property would give the rich man a 
power over the poor man that would 
destroy democratic government and 
give us in its place a. plutocracy. 


It was because o£ its inherent in- 


justice that the property qualifications 
for voters was abolished 
in 
many 


states of this union years ago, and the 
demand that it be reviewed now in 
the interest of a few women is so ex- 
traordinary that it is difficult to un- 
derstand how anyone can be deceived 
by it.
